Aviation gets 
$7 million grant

The UNO Aviation Institute has received federal 
funding for a $7 million aeronautics research project. 

NASA is providing $3.5 million over five years, a 
figure that will be matched by the University of Nebraska. 
This award, including matching funds, is currently the 
largest research grant project at the university. 

The project is a collaborative effort involving all three 
NU campuses and the Nebraska Indian Community College 


in Santee. 


Some of the research will include remote sensing, 
implementation of the small aircraft transportation system 
and fuel droplet combustion for aircraft propulsion. 

Remote sensing is the use of devices mounted on planes | 
that analyze hail damage and disease on crops. 

Mary Fink, coordinator for research and special 
programs at UNO’'s Aviation Institute, said researchers are 
uving to provide increased air travel service to rural areas 
and tater enable cittvens to use personal small atreralt for 


transportation, 


Russell Soith, chair of the UNO departiment of Public 
Administration, will lead the Small Aireraft Transportation 
System (SATS) collaborative research team, 

Phe SATS team will focus on enhancing air transport 
services to communities that are not well served by the 
nation’s traditional air transport system, 

The overall project is designed to help make air travel 
More convenient and accessible for commuters. Research — 
will detail the use of small aircraft to provide passengers . 
direct connections between cities. The current svstem uses | 
large planes to take passengers to large hub airports. 

The project might also help cut down on lost bagga 
delayed flights and the hassle of connections. 

NASA’s — Experimental Program 
Competitive Research (EPSCoR) funds the award. EPSCoR 
provides funding to assist states in developing a more 
substantial research base within their academic institutions. 

“It's allowing us to establish a lead in aeronautics

In addition to expired garage 
passes, there have been reports that the 
card readers wilbalso accept student LD 
cards and other magnetized cards to 
activate the gates. 

These seemingly invalid cards 
have been used in place of the $15 
garage passes to let students into the 
garage.

This past Sunday, the United States 
military began air strikes against 
Afghanistan’s ‘Taliban regime and the al 
Qaeda group as part of the escalating 
war with terrorism. 

The Taliban regime is a target of 
these attacks because they are believed 
to be harboring Osama bin Laden, 
teader of the al Qaeda terrorist group. 

The four Sept. EL airplane 
hijackings and subsequent crashes of 
Those airplanes into the Pentagon and 
World Frade Center are believed to have 
been ecvcculed by members of the al 
Qaeda network, 

Wally Bacon, associate professor 
of political science at UNO and expert 
on military response to terrorism, said 
the timing of the retaliatory strikes by 
the United States military came at “just 
about the limit of the patience of the 
American electorate.” 

Bacon also said it is hard to 
determine the effectiveness of the 
timing of the strikes due to the limited 
information that is currently being 
provided about the targets hit, but said 
the timing was probably just about right. 

Bacon believes that striking by air 
first was a good strategic Move. 
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Next time someone gives you a gift card from a major retailer, don't throw 
it away when it expires.

“You want to make sure that you 
have complete air superiority,” he said. 
“That means going in and breaking 
down the anti-aircraft superstructure.” 

Bacon said the United States has 
attempted to break down — this 
superstructure by concentrating the air 
strikes on facilities such as airtields, 
radar centers, anti-aircraft: sites and 
command and control centers of both 
the Taliban regime and the al Qaeda 
network. 

He also said the targeting in the 
first three days of the air strikes has 
been pretty good, 

“Right now, the campaign is wots 
optimally,” said Bacon. 

Bacon added that destroying the 
assets of the ‘Taliban and al Qaeda 
groups will take a lot of ume. and will 
most likely require the United States’ 
ground troops. 

These ground troops could come in 
either by helicopter or through 
paratroop drops. Bacon said. 

Once air strikes have been 
completed, the military’s next step will 
be to go after the al Queda training 
camps and command and control 
centers, as well as some ‘Taliban 
objectives. 

Bacon said the Gime frame of this

operation, called Operation Enduring 
Freedom, will most likely span over 
years rather than months. 

This is because terrorists cells are 
in deep cover and need not be activated 
atoany particular time, — acting 
independently once they have obtained 
their funding. 

It has been said by members of 
both government and media groups that 
because of the United States’ retaliation, 
there is a 100 percent chanee of more 
terrorist attacks taking phice against the 
United States, as well as Americans 
abroad. 

Bacon thinks these attacks are 
eminent regardless of a U.S. military 
response, but that they have probably: 
been expedited by the retalitory strikes. 

As for bin Laden, Bacon believes 
that taking him out would not end the 
terrorist threat to the United States. 

Bacon said members of other 
Islamic formation, particularly (hose in 
Eeypt, would still threaten: American 
people and places, even in bin Laden’s 
absence. 

If bin Laden were killed. members 
of al Qaeda might not be as well-trained 
or as well-funded as they are now. but 
would still be a threat.

would one want to have 
something on their body that so 
many other people do? If one is 
going to ingrave art on oneself, 
should it not be something 
original? 

If one must give in to a 
recurring theme, give it a twist. 
Butterflies, flowers, hearts and 
tribal art are commonly done, 
but that doesn’t mean there 
aren't alterations to be made. 
Nina DiBiase of Tommy O’s 
suggests, “Read up, be 
informed, don’t be too trendy, 
investigate.” 

The needles do not stop at 
tattoos. If you can pinch it, you 
can pierce it — technically true, 
but doesn’t mean it will last. A 
recent example: MTV's Jackass 
had a stint where one guy 
pierced his butt cheeks together. 
Yes, this is possible. 

“But if you think in the way 
you're built and the way your 
legs move, you're not going 


very far... it would not work in 
a modern day, modern 
functioning society,” says 
DiBiase. 


What are being pierced 
frequently instead are tongues, 
cartilage, nipples and navels. 
People have also begun to 
experiment more with gauging 
and stretching. The most painful 
response for piercing was in the 
genitals, inner cartilage and 
septum. 

Piercers share some of their 
customer’s motives.

‘Loco’ doctor will 
speak to students

_If you have not yet seen any of the UNO-sponsored 
Latino/Hispanic Heritage Month speakers, you still have a 
few chances left. 

Next on the long list of national speakers is José “Dr. 
Loco” Cuellar, a multicultural anthropologist, musician and 
activist. He is the chair of La Raza studies and director of the 
César E. Chaves Institute of Public Policy at California State 
University. 

Cuellar blends his experience as a Chicano musician 
with extensive research in the field. His presentations 
powerfully showcase the musical history and heritage of 
Latinos in the U.S. 

“Dr. Loco” has received “great feedback” from 
universities at which he has spoken, says Herschel Jackson, 
adviser for UNO’s multicultural programs and 
organizations. 

“Students tried to get him a couple years ago and 
weren’t able to,” says Jackson, who selected Cuellar as a 
special guest speaker.

Jalapefio Band and the trio Amorindio.

As for the future of the military campaign, 
Bacon said Iraq may be the next target of U.S. 
military strikes. 

Evidence suggests Iraqi involvement with al 
Qaeda, and the U.S. also has “unsettled scores” 
with fraq. 

Bacon also warns against some of the partners 
the United States military is choosing to take on. 

“We tend to regard our enemy's enemies as 
our friends, but I am not sure if we want to be 
mixed up with the Northern Alliance. 

The Northern Alliance has been fighting 
against the Taliban regime inside Afghanistan for 
years now and has been working in conjunction 
with the United States in its current campaign. 

Bacon said the Northern Alliance has been 
highly involved in the drug trade and also in 
human rights bouts, and that it may not be a group 
the United States wants on its side. @ 


Will there be a draft? 


A common question on the minds of UNO students in light of 
America’s new war is: Will there be a draft? 

Bacon feels it is unlikely, 

“This is not Vietnam,” he says. 


Bacon adds that military doctrine has changed since the era of 
Vietnam and gone away from the paradigm that was used in past wars 


such as WWI, WWII and Vietnam. 

Bacon says he has faith in statements made by Pentagon officials 
that conscription will not be needed. 

He says the U.S. has a specialized, professional army, the kind 
which is not produced by a draft, and the kind which is needed to 
triumph over terrorism. 

If a draft does become necessary, then it will also become 
necessary for the United States to reevaluate its military doctrine, says 
Bacon.

He bought a kite. 

Before taking stage in front of an 
electrified sold out show at the Ranch Bowl! 
Friday, Ben Folds went downtown, to the 
“marketplace” as he called it. He had to 
have a souvenir. 

Fans lined up like fence posts around 
the building. An hour and a half before the 
show, “Ben Foldians” converged at the 
Ranch Bowl, hoping against hope to 
somehow, someway, get into a show that 
had been sold out for wecks. By door time, 
50 people had been granted their wish. and 
were sold first come/first serve tickets to 
see Folds. 

First, however, they had to cope with 
Citizen Cope. He walked up on stage 
looking like a roadie with a ragged jacket 
and a winter hat. Yet. with guitar in hand 
and voice in tow, Citizen Cope began his 
attempt at crowd warming, Amid the snide 
comments was a Jot of potential, Cope

displaved a good voice and guitar talent, but 
repetitive, trance-inducing lyrics dozed the 
crowd rather than pumped them up.

What does UNO possess that neither 
UNL or UNK does? Other than a lack of 
campus parking, that is. It has something to 
do with movies, or more accurately, movie 
directors. UNO’s own Jim Fields has just 
finished producing an independent film, 
Plain Livi: 

The t1ovie is about three creative 
people who become unlikely friends and 
struggle to do more with their lives than just 
plain living. The story follows Nick, a 
struggling writer, who must take on a 
roommate after his wife leaves him. His 
roommate, Mike, is a high school dropout 
jazz guitarist running away from his Marine 
Corps-obsessed father. While attending a 
performance by Mike’s band, the pair meets 
Maureen, a waitress and ballet dancer. The 
three form an unlikely bond as they struggle 
to find success in their own personal 
endeavors. 

The movie was directed by Fields, with 
help from Chris Ahrens, who provided 
assistance editing. One the film’s main 
characters, Mike, is played by Aaron Clark, 
a freshman at UNO this fall. Interestingly 
enough, some scenes were filmed here on 


campus. 

Fields, the writer and director, is an 
award-winning playwright and full-time 
ESL instructor here at UNO. Fields is no 
stranger to the stage or film. His first piece, 
Little Red, a historically-based musical 
comedy about the early days of Nebraska 
football, was produced several times. In 
1998, the Omaha Playwright’s Project and 
the Grande Olde Players also staged a play 
written by Fields entitled “Scarlett Fever,” a 
story about a 76-year-old grandmother who 
suddenly thinks she is Scarlett O’ Hara. 

This past summer, Fields began making 
a documentary about the efforts to save the 
historical Indian Hills Theater. The film 
focuses on the work of a loca! preservation 
group, the Indian Hill Preservation Society, 
and efforts to save the area landmark. 

The documentary is slated for a spring 
2002 release. The premiere of Plain Living 
is set to occur at 7:30 p.m., Sat., Oct. 13 at

Other UNO top 10 placers include Darcy 
Peterson, who came in sixth, Bridget 
Stephenson, who placed seventh, and Mellisa 
Hines in ninth. 

The Mavs placed six of the top 14 ina 78 
girl field. 

This first place finish was exactly the 
motivation UNO needed heading into the 
conference meet. 

To add surge to the effort, Ellingson was 
named NCC Athlete of the Week for her 
performance in the Briar Cliff Meet and year- 
round. 

The next daunting task for the Mav 
women is this weekend’s NCC meet. All the 
teams from the conference will be competing 
for the NCC crown, which has huge NCAA 
Regionals implications. 

UNO will face their harshest competition 
from North Dakota, and North Dakota State 
finished as a team higher than UNO already 
once this season. 

The team will be running Saturday in 
Sioux Falls. S.D. 

Two weeks later, UNO will host the 
NCAA Regionals, to decide which teams get 
national births. @
